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hmm [Music] good morning i'm charles kuralt and this is tuesday morning president reagan is all right he is 
expected to recover completely and soon white house press secretary james brady who was shot through 
the head is alive but in critical condition a secret service agent and a policeman who also were wounded are 
in serious condition but apparently not in danger of dying 25 year old john hinckley jr has been charged with 
attempting to assassinate the president he is being held without bail in a secret location we will extend our 
broadcast to three hours this morning in order to bring you a news conference to be held by the president's 
doctors and details of what happened yesterday outside the washington hilton hotel and what has happened 
since we'll begin by turning to jim mcmanus at the george washington university medical center where the 
president was operated on yesterday to remove a bullet from his left lung jim good morning charles the 
president is awake he has been awake since 6 30 the nurses say that he's been cracking jokes all morning 
they've moved the 
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jokes all morning they've moved the president from the recovery room now to intensive care but they tell us 
here not for medical reasons that the secret service feels that in that area of the hospital they can provide 
greater security for mr reagan the president is reported to have had a comfortable night he's resting quietly 
he's officially in good and stable condition and during the night there was no additional treatment of his chest 
wound as you pointed out press secretary jim brady remains in critical condition secret service agent tim 
mccarthy is in good condition with all vital signs stable in the washington d.c policeman thomas delahanty is 
serious but stable at the washington hospital center across town charles about 16 and a half hours ago 
president reagan wounded walked into that emergency room across the street surgeon said he joked on the 
way to surgery asked the surgeons that said he hoped they were all good republicans the surgeons found 
the president to be strong they said that his vital signs during the surgical procedures were rock stable they 
found him lucky that high velocity 22 caliber bullet entered his left side struck a rib flattened it skipped into his 
lung it missed his heart missed all major blood vessels and caused very little internal bleeding but press 
secretary jim brady in critical condition doctors allow some hope they say his reflexes indicate that the brain 
stem is functioning his wife sarah last evening walked into his room took her husband by the hand squeezed 
his hand she says he squeezed back and whether that was whether that was reflex or recognition they took it 
here as a good sign but doctors won't even make a prediction on even partial recovery for press secretary 
jim brady shot in the head by a single bullet again president reagan had a comfortable restful night he's up 
he's not up but he is awake he's in some pain the doctors say they expect a full recovery charles we'll go 
down to the white house where jacqueline adams can report on the situation there jackie good morning 
charles we uh had a 
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good morning charles we uh had a briefing here at the white house about 20 minutes ago and can add a little 
bit to what jim reported about the president's condition his physician dr daniel ruji visited the president this 
morning and he said quote his vital signs are all in the normal range he slept well he was in exceptionally 
good condition the president was talking this morning he was joking as he was moved from the recovery 
room to intensive care that means that the tubes that were in his throat were removed about press secretary 
jim brady dr rugi said that he is serious but improving the serious is not meant to indicate a change in the 
hospital designation of his condition but he still said serious but improving dr rugi said it was too early to 
make a prognosis he was somewhat responsive this morning but the doctor did not indicate what he was 
responsive to he reported that the secret service agent tim mccarthy was very fine it was quiet here all night 
at the white house at about 5 30. three of the president's children arrived from california mike maureen and 
patty during sometime during the night the president's son ronald prescott arrived with his wife they will be 
staying at the white house we don't know exactly when they'll be going to the hospital and later this morning 
three of the president's staff members edwin jim baker and michael deaver are expected to go to the hospital 
charles jacqueline adams thank you no one's come up with a motive for the shooting yet but we have 
learned some things about the man who's accused of it jack hinckley john warnock hinckley jr is 25 years old 
the son of parents who live in evergreen colorado his father is an oil man hinckley was raised in texas where 
he was graduated from high school and started college at texas tech he dropped out and apparently began 
wandering the country he took odd jobs he joined a neo-nazi group for a time he bought guns last october 
ninth while president carter was in nashville hinckley was arrested there with three pistols and 50 rounds of 
ammunition four days later he bought two 22-caliber pistols at a pawn shop in dallas and it was one of those 
pistols the 
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and it was one of those pistols the police say that fired the shots in washington yesterday the shots were 
fired outside the washington hilton hotel where president reagan had just spoken to a labor group lem tucker 
was there covering mr reagan's appearance he was an eyewitness to what happened outside the building 
and he's in our washington studio now to tell us about it charles president reagan had gone to the 
washington hilton to deliver his first major speech to an organized labor group the building and trades council 
of the afl-cio in the insanity of yesterday afternoon we necessarily dwelt on the major events but in looking 
back overnight we found the president's closing words they seem to have a new meaning our destiny is not 
our fate it is our choice and i'm asking you as i ask all americans in these months of decision please join me 
as we take this new path you and your forebears built our nation now please help us rebuild it and together 
we'll make america great again thank you very much the speech was warmly received mr reagan left through 
the secured vip exit and then appeared outside [Music] no one on the scene thought the president had been 
wounded later an aide said even the president didn't realize it at first the shots had come from a roped off 
area where both the news media and the civilian curious had been standing the suspect john hinckley had 
apparently been there just to the right and behind me and several television crews and other reporters 
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as we look at this again you see secret service agent 31 year old timothy mccarthy his body may have 
stopped at least one bullet which or did stop one bullet which might have hit the president that is jim brady 
you see circled there in the foreground police officer thomas delahanty as the entourage scrambled press 
secretary brady moved almost behind delahanty the two men ended up lying side by side and the man who 
for his own reasons which we may never know let alone make any sense of that man john hinckley was 
subdued and taken away [Music] get out of here this morning 40 year old jim brady is fighting for his life 
charles in the weeks to months and months to come there will inevitably be investigations into what 
happened and why but this stands out for now agent mccarthy policeman delahanty and press secretary jim 
brady were wounded because they were exactly where they were supposed to be close to the president 
doing their jobs charles thank you lamb we'll have much more on the shooting of the president and the 


others as we go along this morning there are some other things to tell you about as well news from atlanta 
and warsaw and bangkok and we'll review those stories in a couple of minutes the time now nine minutes 
after the hour

[Applause] there was 
cheering in warsaw as poland managed to sidestep another major crisis a general strike that had been called 
for today after meeting for hours with government officials union leader lec valencia announced he was 70 
percent satisfied with the agreement they reached among other things the government said it would punish 
those responsible for beating union men at a meeting in bidgosht valencia said he is urging the solidarity 
central committee to postpone a strike indefinitely that group meets today on a far runway at the airport in 
bangkok thailand in the darkest part of the night commandos from indonesia rushed toward an indonesian 
airliner that had been held by hijackers since saturday the commandos placed ladders against the fuselage 
they climbed onto the wings forced open two doors and entered the plane shooting within minutes the 55 
passengers were hurrying down the front exit ramp all of them safe four of the five hijackers were killed the 
pilot and the leader of the commando

the pilot and the leader of the commando raid were both critically wounded in the attack and now we will

president's older brother neil learned of the shooting while at lunch near his san diego area home he too 
blames society almost fatalistically if i was almost sure what happened you say you were almost sure it 
would happen sure why is that sir isn't that the tenor of the country in the last several years huh i you know if 
you're gonna kill a man his wife and three little kids out here as was done over this weekend here in the san 
diego area why not go for big game michael reagan and his family left for washington late last night saying 
they plan to stay with the president for some time maureen reagan accompanied by her fiance said she 
would also stay near her father the family entourage including youngest daughter patty who would not talk to 
reporters boarded an air force jet for washington late monday night michael reagan called the trip a mission

crisis management team yesterday mr bush had his first crisis chris kelly reports on the man who will help 
manage things while the president recuperates bush's resume showed two terms as a texas congressman 
and two defeats trying to become a senator he was u.n ambassador for three years republican party 
chairman for the final 18 months of the nixon white house and president ford appointed bush to head the u.s 
liaison office in china bush also served as cia director for a year during the 1980 presidential campaign bush 
competed against ronald reagan for the republican nomination upsetting reagan in the iowa caucuses but 
losing in the new hampshire primary ultimately bush who grew up in new england and migrated to texas 
became the last competitor to drop out of the gop nomination race but at the republican convention in detroit 
last summer bush became the surprise personal choice of ronald reagan as running mate a choice that even 
took bush by surprise just a few minutes before he appeared at the convention out of a clear blue sky i might 
add governor reagan called me up and asked if i would be willing to run with him on this ticket uh he was 
most gracious in the invitation and i of course was very very pleased to be invited to do this should the 
convention take the final action political observers saw bush as attractive for the moderate wing of the 
republican party although he did not agree with all of ronald reagan's economic policies bush campaigned 
hard for the party eventually to stand on the podium at the capitol to receive the oath of office in the early 
days of the reagan administration 
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early days of the reagan administration bush seemed relegated to the usual and traditional ceremonial duties 
of the vice president but recently he emerged in a stronger role as that of head of the administration's crisis 
management committee a role that alexander haig secretary of state was competing for somebody said i 
looked bush this morning but i'm not sure observers saw the competition as a power struggle that bush won 
chris kelly cbs news new york now 30 minutes after the hour and from cbs news in new york a special edition 
of morning with charles kuralt continues on president reagan's condition stable and good were the words 
from george washington university medical center last night apparently that is still the case the doctors say 
there was no serious damage from the bullet they removed from mr reagan's chest the president was 
reported to be joking with his doctors again this morning as he did when he entered the hospital and after the 
surgery yesterday white house press secretary james brady who was shot in the head at the same time the 
president was wounded yesterday afternoon remains in critical condition there is no word yet on how serious 
is the damage to his brain the secret service man and the district of columbia police officer who were also 
shot are both reported in stable condition john hinckley jr the man accused of shooting all of them was 
arraigned last night and ordered held without bail until he is examined by psychiatrists and goes to another 
court hearing on thursday in the meantime vice president bush is filling mr reagan's schedule today taking 


his place at meetings and the government is reported to be functioning normally walter cronkite is on 
assignment in moscow and it was there that he heard the news yesterday i think we are connected with him 
now walter 
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walter i imagine the news comes as an even greater shock when you're far from home than it than it does 
when you're here well charles of course it does it's rotten news no matter where you hear it but i think it's 
probably easier when a thing like this occurs to be among your own people so to speak than to be among 
foreigners and here in uh in moscow the seat of the soviet union it's particularly tough the people here 
haven't read it in their papers yet it broke too late it was around 10 30 moscow time when it broke last night 
now it's mid-afternoon but they have had it on radio most of the day and most of the muscovites have 
perhaps heard it by now i can't really say charles it's the major subject of conversation with them they're 
almost taking it and this hurts i think worse than any other reaction as a sort of a matter of course in 
american life uh if their reaction could be summed up by any one remark it may have been by one of the 
persons at the hotel i can't maintain for this is anything like a scientific poll i've talked to very few russians 
today but the one man did say you seem to have a lot of this in your country he didn't say it angrily he didn't 
say it scathingly but the import of what he said certainly hits home that theme is repeated all over the world 
today you know someone in japan someone in yugoslavia mrs giscardistan the wife of the president of france 
all said that this could not have happened in our country what's wrong with you people well of course of 
course when they say that they're they're ignoring the violence in their own countries and there's been a lot 
of that and i i i take a little offense when they suggest anywhere that violence is only an 
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anywhere that violence is only an american trait but it certainly does seem we have a lot of it and i i can tell 
you charles that over at the american embassy those dedicated people whose role it is to explain america to 
foreigners uh have a some mighty glum faces today when they realize that again they're faced with 
explaining the unexplainable walter cronkite in moscow thank you walter the awful awful that according to the 
washington post is a term president reagan once used for what almost happened to him yesterday it was at 
his 70th birthday party in february that the president supposedly turned to mrs george bush and said he 
wanted to keep her husband totally informed about things because if the awful awful should happen as he 
put it george should know everything but it almost did happen of course jed duvall has put together the chain 
of events which started with the speech mr reagan gave at the washington hilton people it was another 
element in the campaign to sell the economic program a speech to union officials one that included a 
somewhat routine line about fighting crime government's first duty is to protect the people not run their lives 
what have been some of the results of this straying from basic principles well for one violent crime a surge 10 
percent making neighborhood streets unsafe and families fearful in their homes presidents often speak at 
this large hotel just a few minutes ride from the white house presidents use the side entrance it's easier to 
protect so it was just another departure a part of the routine get the president out through the vip doorway 
walk him to the car scan the small crowd as he waved agents around the president white house aides 
beginning to step toward their cars in the motorcade it is 2 26 pm eastern time 
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[Music] there was no indication the president was hurt but it was clear that press secretary james brady was 
badly wounded also now secret service agent tim mccartney and district of columbia police officer thomas 
delahant as the president's limousine zoomed off police pinned a suspect against the stone wall of the hotel 
228 the suspect is moved beneath a knot of officers and agents to a police car [Music] 20 minutes later mrs 
reagan hurries into george washington university hospital by now confusing moments have passed and it 
has been discovered that her husband was indeed struck by a bullet it is three o'clock in washington and 


willis king a hospital visitor has seen the wounded arrive at the emergency room then that's when when i was 
coming out that's when the president walked in he was holding himself on the left side yeah he was holding

shot there were precious few details beyond that jed davao's report of yesterday's events picks up there in 
mid-afternoon lynn knopsager a press aid in california days and now the president's political advisor is 
outside the hospital telling 
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is outside the hospital telling reporters what little is known at this moment he is not undergoing surgery i don't 
know whether he will is he conscious but is he conscious yes he is conscious as far as i know the bullet is in 
him it is 3 24 pm when a police car screeches to a halt outside the hospital with a cargo of blood inside 
physicians were testing the president to see how much blood had been lost and took x-rays to find the bullet 
the president was not only conscious but somewhat light-hearted as he was wheeled into the operating room 
mr reagan looked at the physicians and said please tell me you are all republicans by 3 45 the president's 
tests are concluded the decision made to remove the bullet from his left lung he is under anesthesia and 
surgery begins it is to last almost two hours shortly after four o'clock secretary of state alexander haig 
appears in the white house press room he and other leaders had assembled in the executive mansion 
constitutionally gentlemen you have the president the vice president and the secretary of state in that order 
and should the president decide he wants to transfer the helm to the vice president he he will do so who 


makes that decision as of now i am in control here in the white house pending return of the vice president 
and in close touch with him if something came up i would check with him of course peg's remark about being 
in control causes a minor stir but george bush is already on his way back from a trip to texas nearly an hour 
passes around the country scraps of information are being developed about a young man named john 
warnock hinckley jr his family his background it is he who was grabbed after the shooting and put in the 
police car and is kept in the district of columbia jail later to be formally charged after five o'clock information 
has been coming from various sources around the hospital that the surgery on the president is underway that 
his condition 
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president is underway that his condition is good but congressional sources suddenly report that press 
secretary james brady is dead close to 5 30 one of brady's deputies larry speaks curtly and firmly denies it as 
far as a report about jim brady it is untrue and he is in serious condition thank you after four and a half hours 
of surgery brady's condition remains critical and doctors say it will be some time before they know how badly 
his brain has been damaged secret service agent mccarthy would later be reported in good condition 
policeman delahanty serious but stable at 605 the senate is called back into session for a specific reason 
prayers missouri's john danforth prays for the president oh father of mercies and god of all comfort our only 
help in time of need we humbly beseech thee to behold visit and relieve thy servant the president of the 
united states look upon him with the eyes of thy mercy comfort him with thy goodness restore him to health 
and grant that he may grow in faith and strength to thy glory through jesus christ our lord senator danforth 
prays to for the injured and for the country and our chronology of the long day yesterday will continue in just

two hours jed duval picks up the chronology there after six o'clock lynn nofziger again speaks to reporters at 
the hospital the president has not undergone open heart surgery has not undergone open heart surgery that 
is number one number two there we will bring a medical doctor 
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there we will bring a medical doctor over here hopefully within an hour and he can go ahead and and give a 
complete briefing number three the rumors about uh about jim brady uh dying are absolutely untrue number 
four i really have nothing more to say and i would prefer no questions we'll get a doctor over here and we will 
as soon as we can the president's condition is good remains good and remains stable as the president is 
coming out of the operating room the vice president is returning to washington his plane down at andrews air 
force base and a helicopter carrying him to the white house the full medical details the unusual physical 


health of this 70 year old president the relative simplicity of the operation and the excellent prospects for 
recovery of the president are not known until dr dennis o'leary of george washington university hospital 
carefully explains the president is in the recovery room he is in stable condition and he is awake he was in no 
time in any serious danger he was alert and awake with stable vital signs up until the time he underwent 
anesthesia he was in the operating room for approximately two hours part of that time was spent 
ascertaining that he did not have any blood in his abdominal cavity indeed he did not it was a single bullet 
wound that entered slightly underneath the left armpit it traversed about three inches of the chest wall and 
then ricocheted off the seventh rib into the left lower lobe of the lung and moved about three inches into the 
lung substance itself the operative incision is about six inches in width relatively simple procedure the bullet 
was removed and then the incision was closed as i say he is stable and in good condition 
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is stable and in good condition prognosis is excellent how narrowly did the president escape mortal injury 
that's a hard question to answer i you know as i stated he was never in any serious danger the bullet was 
really not very close to any vital structure probably several inches because he struck the rim was it fortunate 
if it had not if it had not struck the rib it might not have even entered the lung cavity and you could have 
passed right through the chest wall if it had not struck the ribs i would say probably not now one has to let the 
uh effects of the anesthesia wear off but i think all of us feel that by tomorrow that he would be fully capable 
of doing that basic decision he had to make tomorrow a decision of state of some significance would he be 
able to do it we believe that he would be able to do it it is evening federal prosecutors have already arranged 
much of the paperwork concerning john w hinckley jr the young man alleged to have fired the shots much 
later in the middle of the night he will be taken before a federal judge and charged formally at 27 minutes 
after 8 o'clock vice president george bush steps into the white house press room i am deeply heartened by 
dr o'leary's report on the president's condition that he's emerged from this experience with flying colors and 
with the most optimistic prospects for a complete recovery i can reinsure this nation and a watching world 
that the american government is functioning fully and effectively we've had full and complete 
communications throughout the day and the officers of the federal 
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and the officers of the federal government have been fulfilling their obligations with skill and with care and 
just a few minutes later six hours after the shooting larry speaks is announcing that the schedule at the white 
house on tuesday will be as nearly as possible business as usual we will basically continue with the schedule 
as the president had planned there is a plan for a brief meeting of the cabinet a plan for a brief meeting with 
the congressional leadership and then to continue with the schedule which includes a meeting and a working 
luncheon with the prime minister of the netherlands back almost to normal the government had not lost its 
footing for horrifying moments the evil of the sixties the madness of oswald james earl ray sir han had arisen 
come back with a new name but this bullet did not kill the president the president walked into the hospital 
was awake and even joking before his operation and afterward and the doctors say he will recover fully there 
are days which you know you're going to remember after you have lived through them and for millions of 
americans yesterday was one such day the time now seven minutes before the hour [Music]

street outside the washington hilton yesterday when ronald reagan was shot he was an eyewitness to the 
shooting bill plant has covered mr reagan since the early days of his presidential campaign bill plant is 
outside the white house this morning and lim tucker is in our 
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this morning and lim tucker is in our washington studio let's talk first about what i think we could agree with a 
significant amount of misinformation that was bouncing around the white house and around the country 
yesterday the president first had not been hit by a bullet than he had jim brady was reported to be dead for a 
while when in fact he was still alive is there an easy explanation bill for how that happened charles the 
explanation is somewhat complicated i don't think let me say at the start that there was any malicious intent 
on the part of the people at the white house but they simply did not do a very good job of moving information 
out of here yesterday there was very little available granted the people who remained here at the white 
house in the press office were emotionally involved granted they had a roadblock to their access of the 
information it was in it was uh a mile away at the hospital but given those two facts they didn't move very 
quickly to get us what they could they were much too concerned with double checking everything and 
making sure before they released it and because we live in an electronic age that information got out either 
right or wrong before they chose to put it out yeah and frankly i think that with all due respect to his 
colleagues brady had he been here would have realized the need to get some information out to uh to get 
correct information out as quickly as possible lamb uh is that it that it was just partly that the uh the head man 
of the press department was disabled well that's partly it i i'm sure let me also say this a press person on the 
scene told those of us on the scene the president wasn't wounded no one on the scene that i talked to saw 
any evidence of the president being wounded moments after the president's limousine 
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moments after the president's limousine had left the white house the deputy press secretary announced that 
the president was not hit so we had reason to assume we were wrong there there is no excuse i suppose for 
that and even later the white house said the president didn't realize that right away he was hit but yes the 
information there was an information lag all along the line even those of us who were there we had no way of 
knowing but it certainly is no excuse i hope we got a chance to talk a bit more about this as we go along this 
morning about some other aspects of what happened yesterday for now i must just say that we'll be back 
with more of this extended edition of morning in a minute now two minutes before the hour on tuesday march
